‘*‘No Senator or Representative shall, during 
the term for which he shall have been elected, 
be appointed to any office under this State or 
any municipality thereof; and no member of 
Congress or person hoiding any lucrative of- 
fice under the United States, or this State, or 
tNy municipality thereof (milhtia officers, Jas- 
tices of the Peace and Nuturries Public except- 
ed) shall be eligible to either 
house of the General Assembly 
or remain a member thereof, after 

“having any such office or seat in either house 
oft Congress,’’
